Philadelphia, Dec. 3.—While the in­ 
terested parties were speculating on 
Governor Pinchot’s next move towards 
settling the anthracite strike, cham­ 
bers of commerce in the 
hard coal

At that time he also will announce 
his decision with reference to the call­ 
ing o f an extra session of the legis­ 
lature and if such a session is called 
whether it will be asked to consider 
the hard coal suspension.

after. Then they have used every op­ 
portunity 
possible 
to secure that 
pardon which no mere man can give,; 
the pardon for sins. 
There 
is no 
doubt but that many a m urderer has 
been saved at the last. 
We have the 
record of the thief on the cross who 
received the promise of forgiveness i 
and we have no reason to question 
th at the sins of many m urderers have 
been forgiven and th at their final ap­ 
peal has been heard and answered. 
But what of the murdered person 
in many instances ? 
No * time 
is 
given him to make his final appeal 
for pardon. 
He is shot dowm in cold 
blood, as Trooper Haley was, and in a 
minute is in eternity.

Or, we might ask. how’ about the! 
millions of people who are living on j 
from day to day, not knowing how t 
soon their end may come through ac­ 
cident, sickness or even m urder? 
It I 
is natural for people to think that 
they are going to live on until they 
reach a ripe old age, and that they 
have ample time to prepare for death, 
the only sure thing in 
the 
world. 
But it is the smallest minority of peo­ 
ple who live to fill out a round old 
age. 
The great m ajority pass out in 
middle life or 
even 
younger, 
and 
many there are who do not make one- 
half the preparation that does the 
m urderer who knows there is a pos­ 
sibility of his death being a month 
or two off; while they may not have 
a day or an hour. 
The record of the 
criminal who faces death should In 
itself he a lesson to all, if nothing else 
is. 
If every person was aw are of the 
exact time of death he would prob­ 
ably l>e more inclined to prepare for 
it, but it is the very uncertainty of 
it that causes us to grow careless and 
we imagine that we have plenty of 
time to prepare for it.

throne of mercy.

us is facing death just as certainly 
and none of us know when.

be today or it may be tomorrow. The* 
vital question is are we prepared to

ON HIGHWAYS 


missioners are planning to use prison 
labor on county highways after the 
first of next year. 
However, this 
system will not (be put into execution 
until approval is given by the county 
prison board which sets early in Jan­ 
uary. 
The commissioners were committed 
to the plan after an inspection trip to 
prisons in New Jersey, where the in­ 
mates are put to work on the roads. 
The commissioners were told that use 
of prison labor had reduced the cost 
of highway construction. 
Beside giving the prisoners work, 
it also is claimed housing conditions 
in the jail would be improved. Sev­ 
eral men now occupy one cell and, by 
using some of them on the roads, over­ 
crowding would be eliminated. 
Under 
tentative 
plans 
already 
adopted the commissioners expect to 
rely almost entirely upon the honor 
system to keep the men within the 
bounds of discipline and to prevent 
their escape. 
Good food, clean beds, 
nine hours of work and some com­ 
pensation with little restraint are to 
be the inducements offered thb prison­ 
ers. 
The compensation is expected 
to be about 60 cents a day and if the j 
prisoner is married this sum will go 
toward the maintenance of his family.

Andrews To Limit 
Sacramental Wine 


Washington, Dec. 3.—New sacra­ 
mental wine regulations, intended to 
halt the flow of wine 
for religious 
purposes into bootleg channels, were 
issued by the treasury. 
Drastic de- 
strictions were imposed on rabbis in 
distributing wine to members of the 
Jewish faith and the supply of sacra­ 
mental wine to be permitted members 
of any faith was cut in half. 
Brig.-Gen. Lincoln C. Andrews, as­ 
sistant secretary of the treasury and 
chief prohibition officer, in a letter to 
dry law administrators explained that 
the fundamental consideration in the 
present policy of granting permits for 
the purchase of sacramental Wine was 
to limit permits to bona fide rabbis 
and eliminate third parties, who have 
been acting as agents for rabbis in 
the distribution of wine for religious 
purposes, and fake rabbis. 
The new 
regulations are in line with the policy 
of Mr. Andrews to tighten up on all 
the regulatory features of the’ prohi­ 
bition laws.

AGAINST UNIFIED 
AVIATION FORCE 


Washington, Dec. 3.—Creation of a 
department of national defense or of 
a separate air service is strongly op­ 
posed in the unanimous report of the 
President’s aircraft board, headed by 
Dwight W. Morrow, made public at 
the White House Wednesday. 
Instead the board would have con­ 
gress authorize an additional assist­ 
ant secretary in each of the depart­ 
ments of war, navy and commerce “to 
devote themselves, under the direction 
of their respective heads, primarily 
to aviation, and jointly to coordinate, 
as far as may be practicable, the 
activities of their three departments 
with respect to aviation.” 
Military and civilian air services, 
the report recommends, 
should re­ 
main 
“distinctly 
separate,” 
while 
such independent missions as aircraft 
are capable of can be carried out bet­ 
ter under the high command of the 
army or the navy, as the case may 
be. 
No solution proposed at this time, 
the 
report 
holds, can be lasting. 
Therefore, the board is of the opinion 
that it is of firtft 
importance to 
emphasize the best method of achiev 
ing the desired result. 
To that end 
reliance is laid chiefly on the appoint­ 
ment of the additional secretaries.

NAME ADOPTED 
“BEFORE FAME” 


Illinois City Declares 
It 
Was 
Called “lincoln” Before Rail-* 
splitter Made Good. 


Lincoln, I!!.—Of the 24 cities in the 
United States which bear the name of 
Lincoln, this city alone took the name 
during the life time of Abraham Lin­ 
coln and when he knew no fame, his­ 
torians here say, ho christened this 
city with two water melons. 
When the railroad, which later be­ 
came the Chicago and Alton, was laid 
through Illinois in 1852, Robert La­ 
tham', Virgil Hickox and John D. Gil­ 
lett, all famous pioneers of Illinois, 
purchased a section of land adjacent to 
the railroad right of way, as a pro­ 
spective tow nsite and county seat. 
They were personal friends of Lin­ 
coln who was a traveling circuit law­ 
yer. He was their legal adviser in the 
location of the proposed town. In Lin­ 
coln’s office in Springfield on August 
24, 1853, the pioneers discussed a name 
for the proposed town. 
One of the 
proprietors said: 
“ Let’s name the town for Abe and 
call it Lincoln.” 
The others agreed. Lincoln’s usual 
modest humor then rose to the occa­ 
sion and he said: 
/ 
< 
“All right, boys, go ahead—but I 
think you are making a mistake. 
Nothing named Lincoln, as far as T 
know, ever amounted to much.” 
Five days after the new town was 
named, a sale of lots occupied on the 
new town site at which the future 
president attended. At the noon hour 
Lincoln purchased two watermelons 
at a vendor’s booth. 
With a melon 
under each arm, he called the pro­ 
prietors of the new town to the pro­ 
p o se court house square, cut the two 
melons in half. 
He gave a half to 
each proprietor and retained a half 
himself, with the remark: 
“ We will now proceed to christen 
the new town.”
